Rejections under 35 U,S>C> S 102 

Claims 4, 6, 9 and 10 stand rejected under 35 U,S.C. 
§ 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2004/0012714 (^the Kawai publication''). 
Since claim 4, 6, 9 and 10 have been canceled, this 
ground of rejection is rendered moot with respect to 
these claims. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. Please note that claims 
1 and 2 have been amended to correct a typographical 
error (replacing "period" with "periodic M . Furthermore, 
claim 1 has been amended to clarify that the control 
circuit changes a frequency of the periodic drive signal 
so as to cause the optical element to be vibrated at a 
plurality of frequencies that are close to at least two 
resonance frequencies different in order and successively 
applied. No new matter has been added. This amendment 
is supported by original claim 1. 

New claims 

New claim 13 has been added which depends from 
allowable claim 1. New claim 13 is supported by page 23, 
lines 7-21 of the specification. 

New independent claim 14 has been added and is 
supported by allowed claim 1 and page 21, liens 6-12 of
